The above amendments to independent and dependent claims include the 
arguments for the invention as presented by the applicant in the previous applicant 
response. The prior art of record fail to teach the functionality of selecting a platform 
from multiple voice mail technologies based on a platform indicator obtained from a 
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called subscriber profile, and formatting the voice mail message of the call from the 
caller prior to storing the voice mail message in the selected platform.
